Federal revenue from these 
sources was §$2,510,000,000 in 
1948 compared with $2,340,000,- 
000 the previous year, an in- 
crease of 75 per cent. The 
states’ yield was $1,180,000,000

1942, a 23.9 per cent decrease. 
Both the Federal .Govern- 
ment and the states recorded 
gains in cigarette taxes and de- 
clines in gasoline taxes.

LONDON, March 6 (AP).—The 
Russians tonight announced cap- 
ture ‘of Volochisk, cutting the 
Odessa-Lwow railroad, last impor- 
tant German line to southern 
Russia.

JAPS ALSO BELIEVED

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, March 6 
(AP).—More American troops and 


supplies are being poured onto 
Los Negros Island in the Admiral- 
ties, against indications that the 
Japanese may make another 
strong attempt to recapture Mo- 
mote airdrome. 

While Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur’s communique today also said 
mopping up of the battle area was 
in progress, ‘a headquarters spokes- 
man added that there was evi- 
dence the enemy was renewing 
his strength by drawing troops 
from the garrison at Lorengau on 
Manus Island, immediately west 
of Los Negros. This led to the be- 
lief that another battle was in the 
making. 

Sporadic fighting flared when 
the Americans came up against 
enemy groups which survived the 
fierce battle around the airdrome 
Friday night and Saturday, 
which more than 700 Japanese 
were killed. 

Allied aircraft bombed Japanese 
installations west of Momote, with- 
out interception, and American de- 
stroyers shelled islands at the en- 
trance of Seadler harbor at Lor- 
engau, destroying gun positions.

Pravda Replies to Finnish 
Press, Calls Terms Far 
More Lenient Than 
Full Surrender.

MOSCOW, March 6,—-Finland is 
bluntly warned in the Communist 
Party Organ Pravda today that its 
alliance with Germany is respon- 
sible for its present plight and 
that Finland must now find some 
way out or take the consequences 
of the Nazis’ inevitable defeat. 

At the same time extensive ex- 
cerpts from the Finnish press, 
which is consistently unfavorable 
to the Soviet Union's six condi- 
tions for negotiation, are pub- 
lished. 

Editorially, Pravda replies to a 
number of arguments raised by the 
Finns. Helsinki papers said, for 
example, that the Soviet condl- 
tions, while not spécifying uncon- 
ditional surrender, amounted in 
fact to the same thing. 
Pravda declares, is obviously not 
true. Unconditional surrender, it 
is pointed out, permits occupation 
of the entire territory of ® van- 
quished country, sh the victer 
desire, or deem it necessary, and 
gives control of its armed forces 
and merchant fleet. None of this 
is either required or desired in the 
case of Finland, it is said.

A St. Louis camtaign to combat 
black market operations in gaso- 
line by checking motorists’ in- 
dorsements of ration stamps pre- 
sented at filling stations has 
proved so successful that it was 
placed in effect on a nationwide 
scale today. 

Stationed at key filling stations 
throughout the country, Office of 
Price Administration inspectors 
began an intensive “spot check” 
to make sure that motorists prop- 


erly indorse their ration coupons. 

Drivers found with unindorsed 
coupons were to be served writ- 
ten notices summoning them to 
appear before their ration boards 
within 10 days to exhibit properly 
indorsed coupons. Any one fail- 
ing to appear before his board 
within 10 days will be summoned 
to a formal OPA hearing and re- 
quired to show cause why his 
gasoline allotment should not be 
suspended or revoked altogether. 

First Tried in January. 

The “spot check” campaign to 
. impress motorists with the neces- 
sity for indorsi coupons was 
given its first trial in the country 
early in January in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, the local OPA 
office reported. Approximately 
1000 motorists were checked, and 
whereas only 30 per cent of those 
contacted in a single day at the 
start of the drive were found to 
be complying with the indorse- 
ment requirement, compliance 
soon rose to 70 per cent, and was 
better than 99 per cent before the 
week's drive ended. 

In today’s application of the 
checkup on a nationwide scale, 
OPA inspection was to be relative- 
ly light in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, where it is felt the cam- 
paign’s educational goal already 
has been achieved, inspection in 


being concentrated in the 65 other 
counties of the district. 
Aids in Tracing Illegal Coupons. 

Coupon indorsement, it was ex- 
plained, makes it possible to trace 
stolen coupons, counterfeit stamps 
and coupons obtained through 
misrepresentation. 

Holders of A, B, C, D and T 
coupons are required to write the 
license number and state of regis- 
tration in ink across the face of 
each coupon in their possession. 
Holders of E and R rations, issued 
for farm tractors, boats and other 
non-highway vehicles, are required 
to write name and address across 
the face. Commercia) fleet rations 
should be indorsed with the fleet 
designation or certificate number 
and the city and state of the main 
office. 

The.OPA today had under ad- 
visement the case of E. B. Shoop, 
539 Clara avenue, who accused the 
OPA of “persecuting” him and 
“still fighting the Civil War” 
when he was summoned to answer 
a charge of obtaining extra gaso- 
line allotments through misrepre- 
sentation. 

Shoop said he had used a spe- 
cia] ration of 60 gallons of gaso- 
line allotted his wife here on Nov. 
22, 1943, to drive to Perry, Fia., 
where his presence was required 
to supervise farm properties in- 
herited by Mrs. Shoop. He had 
intended to remain.in Florida in- 
definitely, he said, but unfinished 
business here made it necessary 
for him to return to St. Louls 
shortly after he arrived in Florida. 

Got Help Along Way. 

The ration board in Perry was 
unable to act promptly on his re- 
quest for gasoline for the return 
trip, he asserted, but the board 
secretary obligingly supplied him | 
with an A book and a number of 
loose C-2 coupons. This allotment 
was insufficient, he continued, but 
he denied having resorted to 
“black market” gasoline, declar- 
ing that one truck driver pushed 
him 40 miles, two Negroes helped 
him push the car “by hand” for 
three and one-half miles, and sym- 
pathetic filling station operators 
pushed him to the tops of hills, 
enabling him to coast down. 

Shoop contended it was “just a 
mistake” and not sePhaoe S stl 
tion when, on another application 
for gasoline, he stated no similar 
request had been made during that 
period for this vehicle. He ex- 
plained possession of unindorsed 
coupons by saying a nervous con- 
dition made it impossible for him 
to do all that writing.

DANIELS 10 GIVE 
TESTIMONY ON 
REA TOMORROW 


Senate Group Holds Con- 
tempt Action in Case 
of President’s Aid in 
Abeyance.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The 
contempt proceeding against 
Jonathan Daniels, administrative 
assistant to President Roosevelt, 
was ordered “held in abeyance” 
by a Senate Subcommittee today 
pending further interrogation of 
Daniels by the committee. 

Daniels informed Committee 
Counsel Carroll L. Beedy that he 
would appear before the subcom- 
mittee at 10:30 a. m. tomorrow 
and answer questions “on the 
record.” He will be asked to tell 
why he demanded the resignation 
of Harry, Slattery, head of the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion, and to name the persons with 
whom he discussed the matter. 

He also will be asked to tell 
‘whether the National Rural Elec- 
tric Co-operative Association 
brought pressure on the White 
House, through Secretary of Agri- 
culture Claude R. Wickard, to 
force Slattery’s resignation. The 
committee will want to know fur- 
ther what “charges” against Slat- 
tery prompted the White House 
decision to have him resign, and 
whether any careful attempt was 
made to determine the truth or 
falsity of such charges: 

The session tomorrow will be 
open. Chairman Ellison D. (Cotton 
Ed) Smith of the Agriculture Sub- 
committee told reporters following 
an executive meeting today that 
Daniels had “purged” himself of 
contempt proceedings by an- 
nouncing his willingness to “talk,” 
but that the contempt move would 
be put aside for the moment in 
order to see how Daniels fulfills 
his promise. If he answers all 
questions, that will be the end of 
the contempt proceedings, Smith 
said. 


NAZIS SAY EXTRA-POWERFUL 
BOMBS ARE USED ON LONDON 


STOCKHOLM, March 6 (AP).— 
The Germans say that in the re- 
newed bombings of London they 
are using new types of bombers 
and bombs which have explosive 
effects five to eight times greater 
than employed heretofore. 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Swedish newspaper Aftonbladet 
said the Luftwaffe is using a four- 
motored bomber which compares 
to the American Flying Fortress, 
a six-motored bomber patterned 
after the Nazi transport plane 
known as the Giant, a third 
bomber with two fuselages which 
is almost as easy to handle as a 
fighter despite its size, and finally 
the Heinkel 177 which is armed 
with fewer guns than the Fort- 
ress, but fires a new type of am- 
munition to make up this defi- 
ciency.

The Judge held that the rule the 
company sought to apply in its 
motion, that the unclean hands 
were concerned with transactions 
different from those in the ac- 
counting suit, did not fit the cir- 
cumstances, As ground for the 
motion, said the Judge in the deci- 
sion, the com y asserted that 
the misconduct resulting in its con- 
victions embraced the company’s 
duty to the public, while its ac- 
counting suit was based on the 
obligations and relationship of 
Boehm and the other defendants 
to Union Electric. 

“It seems clear,” the Judge con- 
tinued, “that the defendant Boehm 


U. takes the position that, if any sums 


were improperly collected, as al- 
leged by the plaintiff, such 
amounts were expended by and at 
the direction of the plaintiff and 
with .the knowledge and approval 
of its executive officers and those 
of the North American Co. 

“It appears that the alleged 
conspiracy involved not alone il- 
legal collection of a fund by the

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Vichy on Trial 

No more dramatic chapters will be written for 
Jules Romains, recorder of the storms and strug- 
gles of twentieth century France, than those in 
the records of the military court that presides 
in glistening Algiers. 

Now on trial for treason against the tricolor ts 
Pierre Pucheu, former Minister of the Interior 
in the Petain Government at Vichy. Yet it is 
not Pucheu, the man, who stands at the bar of 
national justice, nor will it be Flandin or Pey- 
routon or Boisson or any individual. The state- 
ment Pucheu made as an accusation is true, and 
therefore no point in his own defense: Vichy it- 
self is on trial. , 

What must be understood is that Vichy is as 
positive a symbol to the French patriot ag is the 
Cross of Lorraine. It is no longer a nodding, 
pleasant health resort, refuge of old men, nor is 
it merely the intrigue-filled capital of a puppet 
government, It is the shame of Franée. It is 
the symbol of French defeat. It is a Lucifer who 
“must be grappled with and cast out lest he poison 
once more the mind and distort the destiny of a 


nation. 


Vichy is the symbol of French Fascism, of the 
hooded, reactionary Cagoulard, of the authori- 
tarian old army, of the appeasement years, of 
defeatism. It represents the friends of the Nazis 
in high Paris places, the men who mistrusted 
and despised democracy and popular government 
and therefore sold themselves to the enemy. It 
represents and is represented by Petain, a myth 
of a man whose only lasting greatness will be 
the greatness of his own dishonor. 

The testimony of Pucheu is damning. Petain, 
he said, is now convinced that Germany will 
lose the war and, therefore, “the policy of col- 
laboration is dead.” It is with such words that 
Pucheu brands the old Marshal as a traitor— 
a man who preferred the power that Hitler could 
give him to the power he might have had as a 
leader of resistance, In honest French eyes, the 
Marshal is blacker than his co-collaborationist, 
quisling Laval; Because he was respected and 
his menace unknown, betrayal on his part has 
been far more deadly. 

It has been said by the enemies of the Algiers 
Government that it presses such trials as that 
of Pucheu summarily, that they cannot be rep- 
resentative of the popular will. On the contrary, 
it is the Consultative Assembly, representative of 
all French resistance groups on the Continent 
and in the colonies, which has demanded that 
the national honor be redeemed and its wartime 
enemies brought to justice. When the committee- 
Government headed by De Gaulle yielded to Al- 
lied pressure against.one series of trials, it was 
the Assembly which rose in ire and called for 
them immediately, 

Any Frenchman, whatever his personal char- 
acter, has a strong sense of history in terms of 
the present, an almost instinctive appreciation of 
the continuity of human events. That is why 
French patriots see the little man, Pucheu, and 
all others like him, as a part of the disease that 
must not ever again undermine their sovereign- 
ty. His trial represents only an atomic moment 


ip the long procedure of absolution and salva- 


tion. ‘ 
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A Special Session Is Called 

It took Gov. Donnell a long while to recognize 
the necessity for a special session of ‘the Legis- 
lature, but when he finally reached a decision, 
he drew up an extended list of recommendations 
for the meeting to convene on March 16, More 
than that, the Governor left the doar open for 
other recommendations, and thus prevented a 
barrier to action which hag handicapped some 
previous special sessions, 

Of greatest timely interest on his program is 
the call for liberalizing the absentee-voting laws, 
so that Missourians in military service will have 
an opportunity to cast their ballots. Another 
urgent item is the increase in pay for St. Louis 
policemen, and a third is appropriation of badly 
needed funds for the Social Security Commission, 

The need for most of these measures is so ob- 


vioug that it should not take the Legislature long . 


to act on them, The case for a harmonious and 
swift-moving special session is made stronger by 
the fact that the Legislature's return to Jeffa- 
son City will handicap the operations of the 
Constitutional Convention, which has been using 
a large part of the Capitol facilities. Every Mis- 
sourian hag a long-time stake in a successful 
convention, and the Legislature can help achieve 


that aim by completing its business as rapidly as 


possible. 


. Daniels Backs Down 

A showdown fight between the legislative and 
executive branches of the Government has been 
averted by the decision of Jonathan Daniels, an 
administrative assistant to the President, to an- 
swer the questions on which he balked when he 
was a witness recently before the Senate Agricul- 
ture Subcommittee. In yielding to the commit- 
tee after it had taken steps to cite him for con- 
tempt, Mr. Daniels said he had changed his atti- 
tude after a conversation with President Roose- 
velt. 

The principal question the Senate committee 
wants Mr. Daniels to answer—a question that is 
of considerable interest to the public—is: Did 
Presidential Assistant Daniels on one or more 
occasions ask Administrator Harry Slattery of 
the REA to resign and, in particular, did he a 
few weeks ago call Mr. Slattery to the White 


House and suggest that he then and there sign 


a prepared letter of resignation? 

The committee is investigating alleged politi- 
cal abuses of REA and, especially, attacks made 
on Administrator Slattery, and thinks it is en- 
titled to have Mr. Daniels testify fully. His re- 
fusal to answer was based on confidential rela- 
tion with the President, a ground which Mr) 
Roosevelt himself hag removed, , 

The example set by Mr. Daniels, with the Pres- 
ident’s sanction, should mean that other public 
officials who have refused to testify, including 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard, should now 
appear and answer any proper questions bearing 
on the affairs of the REA and particularly on 
the vicious attacks on Administrator Slattery. 

The power of congressional committees to com- 
pel private citizens to appear and testify has 
been upheld by the United States Supreme Court. 
The Senate committee asserts this power applies 
equally in the case of public officials, and was

prepared to make a test of the Daniels case, 
Seemingly, President Roosevélt accepts the com- 
mittee’s view.

For the WPB to Decide 


The Truman Committee has performed an- 
other public service in its realistic report rec- 
ommending some increase in production of goods 
for civilian consumption. The committee, of 
course, calls for all possible safeguards against 
interference in any way with a constant and ade- 


+ quate supply of fighting weapons and other war 


materials. 

Conditions leading to the widespread public 
view that civilian goods production could be ex- 
panded somewhat are: (1) Surpluses now exist 
of some of the basic materials of war production, 
such as steel and aluminum; (2) The production 
job has been done so well that vast stores of 
most war materials are on hand; (3) War plants 
are closing with increasing frequency and con- 
cern is felt about the employment problem. 

On the other hand, our war leaders have held 
to the view that we must never again in this 
war be caught short of the materials needed to do 
the job. Since the hardest battles are yet to 
come, it is uncertain how much will be needed, 
and the war leaders very properly have taken the 


position that we should have a great deal too. 


much rather than too little. 

It may be assumed that the Truman Commit- 
tee, with access to information not available to 
the general public, has given due consideration 
to the military viewpoint. Having done this, it 
still thinks there could be some increase in 
civilian production, and news reports show the 
War Production Board looking for some accelera- 
tion of civilian output,

The best news to come from the State Depart- 
ment since the Moscow conference is the state- 
ment made by Acting Secretary Stettiniusg on 
Argentina, Recognition of Gen, Farrell's Govern- 
ment is being withheld until there is full evi- 
dence of an end to Axis agentry. 

This may be a difficult ‘stand to adhere to 
in terms of what our policy toward the Argentine 
has been—hesitant, apologetic, almost appeasing. 
Chile and Bolivia recognize Farrell, Uruguay and 
Paraguay are likely to do so, since the economic 
ties that link them with Argentina might other- 
wise be seriously threatened, There may even 
be a serious cleavage in the whole pattern of 
Pan-American co-operation for a time. 

Yet sooner or later that has got to come. The 
moral ag well as the economic strength of the 
United States has a date with destiny in South 
America. It has got to meet instead of evading 
the test of its own power, both for present har- 
mony and future peace. The reasons why are 
well explained in today’s Mirror of Public Opin- 
ion, They are well explained in the Fascist char- 
acter of the Argentine Government, So long as 
the United States skirts instead of facing square- 
ly a diplomatic struggle with the regime in 
Buenos Aires, that regime is given all oppor- 
tunities to grow stronger, to batten on its own 
authoritarianism. , e

On Jan, 26, 1044, Argentina broke with 
the Axis. There were expressions of pro- 
fourid satisfaction in Washington, The 
general impression given by the pewspa- 
pers was that hemisphere solidarity was 
at last achieved, and harmonious co-opera- 
tion among all the American republics 
must follow as the night the day. Such 
is not the case. The United States is in 
very real trouble in South America. 


This trouble has not been the work of 
remote-control political maneuvering from 
Berlin. The Nazis were only an incidental 
factor. The actual trouble was, and is, this: 


Working out from its financial center in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina has established 
economic and political ties of the closest 
character with Paraguay and Bolivia. To 
these nations may be added shortly Chile, 
Peru and Uruguay. ! 

The economic ties are not a recent de- 
velopment; they were begun years ago; 
they are strongly backed by both Euro- 
pean and international interests which 
are in intense opposition to what might be 
called the native businegs interests of the 
United States. In the last few months, 
Argentina’s ties with her neighbors have 
been much strengthened, 


Dictatorship Is Complete 


Argentina, now bossed by a reactionary 
dictatorship similar to European models 
— strongly anti-Semitic, with a controlled 
press, no right of assembly and no reli- 
gious freedom—heads this coalition of 
neighboring states. Cartel capital, leaving 
Germany by way of Spain, has been com- 
ing into Argentina in large amounts. Many 
Germans involved in these transactions 
are still in Buenos Aires and are likely 
to remain there. 


Simultaneously, great sums of British 
capital are coming jin. (This is in addition 
to already existing British investment in 
Argentina, which, accumulating over the 
years, amounts to a huge total.) This 
money and these interests made connec- 
tions with the Army Colonels of the dic- 
tatorship and are being employed in Ar- 
gentina’s present moves, 


Arms Are Coming In 


Last August, the Ramirez Government, 
being short of armament, applied to the 
United States for arms Via lend-lease, The 
request was refused out .of hand. It is 
now known that arms have been moving 
into Buenos Aires for the use of the dicta- 
torship. These arms did not and do not 
come from either Spanish or Axis sources. 


The military coup of June 4, 1943, 
which brought into power the Fascist 
forces that now rule the Republic, was 
not the result of any hastily conceived 
plan. It was, on the contrary, pniy the 
most recent development of a trend that 
has been evident in Argentina for years. 

Public opinion, reflecting economic un- 
rest, is divided into two groups, One group 
demands active’ co-operation with the 
democratic elements among the United 
Nations. This group desperately wants to 
see the great estates broken up, demo- 
cratic institutions strengthened, home- 
owned industry established. The other 
group, fighting for a distant, opportunistic 
policy, wants to maintain the economic 
status quo. It is the latter group which 
now supports the dictatorship, 


The present war brought a violent clash 
among the groups in Buenos Aires which 
represent foreign capital and its Argen- 
tine allies. /The total foreign investment 
in. Argentina amounts to about two and 
a quarter hillion dollars. Of this more 


than half—$b375,000,000—is held in Great 


Britain, 


United States Is More Popular 


It is significant that the group which 
represents American investment has wide- 
spread popular support, even though 
Yankee imperialism is not admired, as 
against the British group, which is closely 
allied with the dictatorship. 

Since last June, democratic institutions 
have been destroyed and a police-dominat- 
ed state has been organized. Directly the 
dictatorship was installed, presidential 
elections were postponed indefinitely, Con- 
gress was disbanded. Home rule in the 
provinces was done away with, and mili- 
tary Governors appointed who are responsi- 
ble only to the Federal Government. Free- 
dom of speech, freedom of the press and 
of public assembly are denied. 

Political parties, labor unions and demo- 
cratic organizations of all sorts have been 
dissolved. Individual guarantees have been 
suspended; there is no longer a right of 
habeas corpus. Compulsory’ _ religious 
teaching has been decreed for grade and 
high schools in violation of the constitu- 
tion, 


Fascism Is the Model 


Concentration camps have been estab- 
lished. More than 3000 political and la- 
bor leaders are in jail or concentration 
camps. Others havé had to flee abroad, 
The only thing yet ,undone is the creation 
of a single, official political! party and of 
a Chambef of Corporations; then the state 
machinery will be complete on the Ger- 
man, Italian and Spanish model, 

Farmers, mediim and small manufac- 
turers, laborers and clerks, professionals 
and public servants had been clamoring 
for raw materials, measures against specu- 
lation, co-operation with the United Na- 
tions, and similar steps. In such co-opera- 
tion, these people saw a possible solution 
for the problems arising from 50 years 
of an economic policy tied to Europe, 


These hopes were smashed by the coup 
d'etat, and they are in no way raised 
by the break with the Axis.

They encourage it; they lend it 
diplomatic aid; they put their money

in the Americas against such forces of 
honest democracy as may be,

Curtain Going Up on Real War, 
A Veteran Correspondent Says 


“The Curtain Rises,”” by Quentin Reynolds. (Raadem 
House, New York.) 


“The preliminaries are over. The actors 
have learned their lines. ‘The dress re 
hearsal has been held. The orchestra has 
played the overture. The play is about to~ 
begin. The curtain rises,” 

In this dramatic fashion, Quentin Rey 
nolds, veteran newspaper man, 
his new collection of war-sone observations, 
a necessary and worthy sequel to his thrill- 
ing eye-witness account of the Dieppe oper~ 
ation, “Dress Rehearsal.” 

In its entirety, the book affords a val 
uable perspective to readers who frequently 
are inclined to measure the importance of 
events by the size of headlines telling of 
Red Army advances, “pushovers” in Sicily 
and easy victories in Italy. “Please don’t 
ever say to a member of (Gen.) Terry 
Allen’s boys: “That Sicily operation was « 
cinch, wasn't it?’” Reynolds advises, “or, 
believe me, you're apt to get hit in the head 
with the nearest- blunt. instrument.” 

Reynolds echoes Gen. Montgomery's 
solemn warning: “The war has finally be- 
gun.” However, Reynolds is a reporter be- 
fore he is an éditorial writer. For his 
text, he has gathered the facts from life 
and, unhappily, from death, too, a 


Reynolds hopped from Miami, skipped te 
Cairo and made the jump to Iran in exactly 
six days. He paused long enough to review 
the perplexities of Iran’s political situation, 
observe the miracle of supply taking place 
under supervision of the erican 
Persian Gulf Service Command, and add to 
the supply of authentic anecdotes, 
tragic, others amusing, with which 
book abounds, 

Early April found the correspondent ia 
Moscow, a return engagement, as he pre- 
viously had “covered” the Soviet Union for 
Collier’s and had served as press officer 
with the American commission there. He . 
seeks to interpret, to the best of his ability, 
the character of the Russian people, from 
peasant to politician. His admiration for 
the former is boundless; as to the latter, 
he figuratively raises his hands in despair, 
Again, his opinions are supported by first- 
hand experiences and anecdotes concern 
ing the characters in his accounts, includ- 
ing a story about the cool reception ac- 
corded the film, “Mission to Moscow.” His 
discussion of Russia is undou the 
most illuminating part of the book. 


Back through the Middle East, he paused 
for a brief glance at the seemingly insoluble 
problem posed in Palestine by Arab and 
Jewish conflicts, then stopped in Sicily for 
a backward glance at the invasion. Here 
he had a most interesting chance meeting 
with the “Mighty May,” a destroyer, and 
its battle-fatigued crew, including the exec- 
utive officer, “Big Pancho,” Lt. Franklin — 
D. Roosevelt Jr. ¥ 

Thence Reynolds went to Algiers, te 
await the landing at Salerno in which 
he participated, This chapter is entitled: 
“Bloody Salerno.” If you think it’s a soft 
war, you had better read it and weep.

of them. 


Common people are not going to 
asked for their suggestions. 
Lord Vansittart writes ironically 
that it is the glory of democracy 
that everybody can talk about ev- 
erything and it is the weakness of 
democracy that everybody does. 
There is a point here. 

Many Americans who are today 
laying down terms for the defeat- 
ed Reich have never taken the 
trouble to visit Germany. The 
more reason for those citizens to 
talk who think their long personal 
experience with Germans in Ger- 
many gives them the. right. 

This writer went to war with 
the Nazis early. (A solemn treaty 
between him and the Nazi Gov- 
ernment in 1933 merely confirmed 
the state of hostilities existing be- 
tween the two high contracting 
parties.) On the basis of long 
familiarity with Germany, he 
would like to make one suggestion 
for preventing the Third German 
War. 


A Set of Fundamentals. 


This suggestion is based upon 
his acceptance of the following 
fundamentals: 


1. Nazi Germany was exclusively 
responsible for starting World 
War Two. 


2. The Germans, barring a 
miracle of conversion, will cer- 
tainly “try it again” if they are 
permitted a Chinaman’s chance to 
do so. 

3. A strongly democratic regime 
within Germany, and a strong in- 
ternational organization into which 
Szermany could be wedged, would 
Jessen the German danger. Un- 
fortunately, neither ts sure. 

4. Most Amerjcans and probably 
most Britishers will be unwilling 
to participate in the military occu- 
pation of the Reich for more than 
a limited period. Washington and 
London may decide to recall their 
troops just when the Germans are 
again becoming dangerous. 

5. Germany will lose territory 
to the Soviet Union and to Po- 
land; it will receive hordes of 
Germans, both voluntarily and 
through compulsion, from outside 
countries, notably Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. Therefore the 
Reich's population will, despite war 
losses and possible workers in 
Russia, be denser and not thinner 
than before the war. 

6. This denser_ population can 
live only if German industry is not 
permanently diminished. . 

7.. Yet the German threat to Eu- 
rope and the world is built upon 
a preponderant industry. 

Therefore, the chief Allied prob- 


lem will be, how best to remove 
the danger inherent in the pres- 
ence of a vast heavy industry in 
Germany, without starving the 
German people. This problem is, 
of course, recognized, but not, in 
this writer’4 eyes, completely un- 
derstood. 

There is talk of forcing German 
industrial owners into a vast in- 
ternational consortium in which 
they would be “harmless.” 


Economic Side of War. 


But this is approximately what 
prevailed before the war. Then, 
too, Britishers and Americans 
were tightly linked with Germans 
in vast cartels. Then, too, the 
Britishers and the Americans felt 
themselves perfectly “secure” as 
they watched the Germans gear 
up their factories, link by link, 
for what turned out to be the 
Second German War. Stubbornly, 
fatuously, Britishers and Ameri- 
cans refused to see what was go- 
ing on, although the outcome was 
obvious to college professors and 
newspaper men. 

Willynilly, foreign business men, 
through partnership with German 
industrialists who were instru- 


\foreign business men. 


ments of the German Government, 
became accomplices in the Ger- 
man crime. Most useful accom- 
plices, too, for without the testi- 
‘mony of British and American 
business in favor of the Nazis, the 
democratic peoples would hardly 
have sat still and wiggled their 
noses like rabbits, while the Ger- 
man wolves prepared to slaughter 
and eat them..- 

Far from me the thought that 
Britishers and Americans deliber- 
ately helped the Germans deceive 
their countrymen. But this is what 
they accomplished. They just did 
not know any better. This fact 
should preclude their being 
charged with “watching” the Ger- 
mans for the rest of us. 


Not only should we not count 
upon their political acumen — we 
should save them from themselves, 
if necessary, against their will. So 
long as Germany is dangerous, 
foreign capitalists should be pre- 
vented by law from renewing old 
partnerships with German indus- 
trialists; from maintaining any 
existing (hidden) partnerships, and 
from entering into new partner- 
ships. 

German industry cannot be safe- 
ly entrusted to the supervision of 
ese last 
are far too innocent, unstspecting 
and gullible. 

We want tougher, meaner watch- 


men—preferably governments.

‘Shrinking Populations 


l 


N a recent speech, Adolph Berle of the State Department is 
quoted as saying that, by 1970, the population of the United 
States will have become stabilized at. 135 million; that of Great 


Britain will have declined from 46 million to 42 million, and other 


European countries in proportion; 


while the population of the 


Soviet Union will have risen from 175 to 222 million—‘“and will 


steadily and continually increase 


“Thus,” concludes the reporter, 
“while the United States is stand- 
ing practically still and Western 
Europe is hitting the skids, the 
Soviet will be building up a popula- 
tion eventually out-numbering the 
whole of Western Europe—and 
will keep on going.” 

Although the Statistical Abstrac 
of the United States predicts by 
1970 a population of 151 million, 
the commentator who transmitted 
Mr. Berle’s remarks accepted 
them without question. 

Mr. Berle regarded the trend 
as dangerous. But what causes 
the expansion and decline of pop- 
ulations? Why should one as- 
sume that ours is reaching its 
limits? 

Between 1790 and 1920, our pop- 
ulation increased 26 times over. 
In the generation between 1860 
and 1890 it doubled, and showed a 
60 per cent increase in the next, 
after which it began to flatten 
out. This was due largely to rise 
and fall of immigration from Eu- 
rope. But the American increase 
was not accompanied by a Euro- 
pean decrease. On the contrary, 
the population of Europe also 


grew. 
Rise of the Machine. 


It is therefore clear that a 
common factor was operating in 
the whole of Western civilization. 
The Industrial Revolution had 
created new instruments of pro- 
duction, and new opportunities 
for life. Then, with the twentieth 
century, opportunity and confi- 
dence began to wane—and also 
population. 

America was populated by the 
attraction first of free land, later 
of plentiful opportunities for la- 
bor. But in the twentieth cen- 
ury men have become liabilities, 
not assets. Even in under-popu- 
lated countries such as Brazil or 
Australia, immigration has been 
restricted. 

Certainly the decline of popula- 
tion is not due to a decline of 
wealth or productive forces. The 
machine and the dawning chemfi- 
cal age promise not exhaustion 
but acceleration of the one, and 
substitutions for the othér. If 
certain raw materials like oil are 
being used up, in our country, 
physicists and chemists foresee 


new energies with which to turn | 


wheels. 

Modern agriculture has made 
land more, not less productive. 
The rapid growth of Western pop- 
ulation has occurred, furthermore, 
in the industrialized areas. Now 
it halts, not because there is not 
enough for more people, but be- 
cause more can be produced by 
fewer people. Production is not 
allowed its fullest expansion; 
scarcities are artificially pro- 
duced, and mankind, instead of 
expanding to meet the possibilities, 


for a long time.” 


commits race suicide. 

The territory of Alaska has been 
adjudged capable of supporting 
25 million people. Actually, it has 
72,000, Texas, which ig larger 
than greater Germany, has six and 
a half million people, while great- 
er Germany has 80 millions. Cali- 
fornia, which is considerably larg- 
er than Italy, has seven millions 
to Italy’s 45. To say that this 
country can only support 135 mil- 
lion, at a high standard of living, 
is only to admit that we do not 
yet know how fully to employ 
men and materials. To predict an 
almost unlimited expansion of the 
Soviet Union is to presume that 
it does. But the Soviet economy 
presumes production for total use 
and employment; our economy is 
devoted to only such production 
as will return cost plus profit, It 
has returned such profits that the 
savings from them have period- 
ically been too vast to be again 
profitably re-employed. ° 


As to the Birth Rate. 


The fact affects the growth of 
families. and contributes to de- 
generation and decline. In the 
United States, the greatest in- 
crease in the birth rate comes 
from the most impoverished and 
backward areas. Here, as in In- 
dia, it is not opportunity that 
breeds big families, but lethargy. 
Big families are produced by re- 
sponsible parents only in com- 
munities where there is freedom 
from fear—the chief fear being of 
unemployment. and destitution. 


The lack of confidence in an ex- 
panding future stimulates love of 
luxury. “Let iis eat and be merry, 
for tomorrow we die’—as a race. 
American girls scorn domestic 
service. As a result, the mother 
with four children on a modest 
income belongs to the most over- 
worked and exploited class in the 
United States, The trained servant 
is too costly; the old-fashioned 
“hired girl,” the “mother’s helper,” 
has disappeared, and no body of 
august legislators has given 
thought to how she can be substi- 
tuted or revived. 

Our civilization is not conscious- 
ly devoted to creating a society. 
It is devoted to making money. 
The result is sterile wealth, which 


has not abolished poverty. 
“Wealth,” in Goldsmith’s words, 
|“accumulates, and men decay.” 
The decay of men into idleness 
is the decay of populations. The 
decline and decay of populations 
‘is the degeneration of nations. 
Does anybody bother about it? 
The Republican party; for in- 
stance? Or the Democratic party? 
| Not at all, 
concerned with how to make more 
money, and the Democrats with 
| how to spend more. Where is the 
| party that will concern itself with 
‘the building of men and women?

OR good nutrition we need 
F two to five tablespoons of fat 

each day in our diets, and the 
most of this fat needs to be high- 
rating in vitamin value. When 
people can afford it and it is 
available, butter is preferred by 
most people. But in these war- 
times all America has discovered 
that there is not nearly enough 
butter available to provide ade 
quate nutrition, and thousands 
have been getting acquainted with 
margarine. Those who are un- 
prejudiced are finding that mar- 
garihe makes a very good spread 
for bread to be used for sand- 
wiches, and it serves in all the 
roles of cookery as does butter in 
the seasoning of vegetables, the 
peggy 7 of cakes, cookies, icings, 
etc. Margarine is as clean or sani- 
tary as butter. It is as digestible. 
It contains the same amount of 
protein, fat, carbohydrates, and 
calories per pound as does butter. 
Since the appearance, the aroma 
and the plasticity is so much like 
butter when margarine is molded 
and cut into’ pats, many people 
think it is butter. Others can dis- 
tinguish it from butfr more 
easily and feel the latter is more 
palatable. So this quality of 


‘ palatability is one of individual 
taste. : 
When margarine is fortified with 


vitamin A in the required amount 
of 9000 units ‘per pound, it is a 
dependable and uniform source of 
this vitamin, Since margarine is 
considerably less expensive than 
butter, it is a great blessing to 
have it available to familfes of 
low incomes. And during these 
wartimes it is a great blessing to 


everybody when it is impossible - 


to obtain as much butter as we 
might like.

Sweetbreads on toast, one and 
one-third pound beef sweetbreads.

Cover with cold water for a few 
minutes, drain and remove mem- 
branes. Divide into serving por- 
tions, season with salt and pepper. 
Dip pieces into fine, dry bread 
crumbs, then into a beaten egg 
and back into the bread crumbs 
again, Fry in margarine or mild 
flavored shortening, until golden 
brown, 10 to 12 minutes. Serve 
on buttered toast, with a generous 
sprinkling of parsley. Garnish 
with wedges of lemon. Creamed 
potatoes, two pounds potatoes, one 
and one-half cups well-seasoned 
thin cream sauce. Buttered broc- 
coli, one and one-fourth pounds; 
bread, four slices enriched; lemon 
chiffon pudding, two tablespoons 
butter, two-thirds cup sugar, two 
eggs, one-fourth cup flour, one- 
fourth cup lemon juice, two-thirds 
cup milk. Butter or fortified mar- 
garine used on all breads. Include 
in today’s menus, milk to drink: 
six cups for children, two cups for 
adults. 


Braised Pork Chops 

Four pork chops,’ two table- 
spoons flour, salt and pepper, four 
medium onions, sliced; boiling wa- 
ter, few drops savory kitchen 
sauce. 

Sear chops over hot flame in 
large frying pan. Remove chops 
and fry onions in pan fat until 
delicately brown. Replace chops, 
add salt and pepper to taste and 
boiling water to cover. Simmer 
gently one hour, Remove chops 
to hot platter and thicken pan 
liquor with flour, stirring until 
smooth and adding savory kitchen 
sauce to flavor and color the 
gravy. Pour gravy over the chops, 
leaving the onions in.

We usually 
hold this dinner on the fourth of 
March,- but this year the White 
House correspondents’ dinner fell 
on that date, 

These services have ‘been held 
for a number of years, and I think 
they must give to all courage to 
go on along the lines which have 
kept us together and allowed us 
to move forward during the past 
difficult years. 

I am very much interested in 
paid advertisements which are ap- 
pearing in many papers, The one 
I saw on March 2 is headed “UV. 8. 
Senate. votes to feed Europe's 
starving children. The food is 
ready, the ships are ready, the in- 
ternational Red Cross ‘is ready.

Every group interested in feed- 
ing the children of Europe is a 
humanitarian group, but war is a 
ruthless business. It cannot be 
conducted along humanitarian 
lines. The sooner our pacifists and 
church groups realize this and 
bend their efforts to winning the 
war, the better it will be for the 
children of the world. I know that 
one of the arguments is that feed- 
ing children will help us to win 
the war. It is said that the 
people in the occupied countries 
are becoming weak and bitter, and 
that they will not feel that we are 
any better than their present -op- 
pressors when we attack, That 
again ig a question for the mili- 
tary to decide. We have not as 
much information ag they have, 
but even a layman like myself 
cannot believe that the peoples of 
the nations now subjugated can 
be so shortsighted.

OMMANDER C. of the Navy has very kindly sent me the 
C following information for the many readers of this column 

who have asked me to explain how sponsors for ships are 
chosen: 

“The Secretary of the Navy designates the sponsors for 
naval vessels in accordance with naval] custom and tradition. In 
the case of a battleship the Governor of the State for which it 
is named is usually extended an invitation to nominate a lady 
to christen the ship. The Mayor of a city for which a cruiser 
is named, likewise, is customarily extended an invitation to 
nominate the sponsor. Generally, aircraft carriers are sponsored 
by the wives of naval personnel long associated with aviation; 
and submarines, by the wives of personnel long associated with 
the submarine service.

“THE SPONSORS for vessels named for personnel are 
chosen from among the female relatives of the person whose 
name is honored. When practicable, the closest female relative 
is designated. 

“In a number of instances, mothers of sons in the armed 
forces have been designated as sponsors for various types of 
naval vessels. 

“The commandants of naval districts also are authorized to 
designate sponsors for some of the vessels building within their 
districts, and to consider, among others, the wives and daugh- 
ters of shipyard personnel who have been outstandingly active 
in promoting the war effort by speeding the construction of 
these vessels.

“SOME SPONSORS wish to have maids of honor, in which 
case, they make the selection. The Navy does not choose 
maids of honor. 

“Since 1828, only female sponsors have been selected to 
christen naval vessels, This is an old and venerated tradition 
of the sea, and the Navy, therefore, follows this established 
custom.”

An Unusual 
But Normal 
-Heart Beat

HE heart is the hero of our 
T physiological household — 

strong, reliable, burden bearer, 
responsible, responsive to demands 
—and above all, the ultimate 
virtue—usually silent. The stom- 
ach is forever yelping its head off 
about the work you give it; the 
brain is forever mislaying its 
tools, but the heart ‘is Old Man 
‘River. 

Whenever it drops its uncom- 
plaining role and begins to knock 
on the door * consciousness and 
demand notice, the effect is so 
startling that we rush immedi- 
ately to the conclusion that some- 
thing very dire must be at hand. 

“Could you give me some infor- 
mation about a heart ailment I 
have of late. It seems to skip 
beats, It beats some beats and 
then some beats are stronger 
‘than others. I am 59 years old,” 
writes a correspondent, 

x *« * 


YES, I CAN GIVE you some in- 
formation about that. Your whole 
letter is a diagnosis. You are 59 
years old and you have become 
conscious of your heart beating. 
It seems to be irregular. It is. 
You have extrasystoles — the pal- 
pitation of middie age. Half of 
the human race between the ages 
of 40 and 60 experience it. And 
there is nothing sinister to_ it, 
frightening though it is at first. 


In fact it igs a sort of guarantee 


of long life. It means your heart 
is still irritable and lively. 

Doctors did not always know 
about the harmiessness of this 
form of palpitation, It.was Dr. 
James Mackenzie, the general 
practitioner from the North of 
England, who came down to Lon- 
don about 1910 and taught the 
specialists about this and many 
other things. 

e specialists used to take a 
very«grave view of this disorder. 
Mackenzie tells a dramatic story 
of an old man who consulted him. 
When he was much younger, at 
the beginning of a promising 
career, he began to notice his 
heart skipping. He consulted a 
heart specialist. He, was just 
ready to expand into a new busi- 
ness enterprise which would 
sweep him on to great success, 
but involved a good deal of travel- 
ing and residence for nine years 
in Australia. | 

% 2S 

THE SPECIALIST advised 
against going on with it. He gave 
him only a few years of life. He 
ordered a quiet life in the coun- 
try. The man -renounced his 
ambitions, settled quietly in the 
country to await death, He was 
still awaiting it 25 years later, was 
still in vigorous health and still 
had his extrasystoles, ° 

Misinformation about them can, 
you see, have serious conse- 
quences. In this case it ruined a 
man’s life. 

James Mackenzie, as I _ said, 
proved that they were harmless 
by his records—records of the lives 
of his patients, whom he had ob- 
served with these skipping hearts 
over a period of 20 or 30 years. It 
showed the advantage of prac- 
ticing medicine in a small com- 
munity where you know everyone 
and can follow their fortunes. 

Premature beats is probably a 
better name for the condition than 
either skipped beats or extrasys- 
toles. The extra beat comes in 
ahead of time—prematurely. And 
then, because the heart has tem- 
porarily used up its energy by the 
extra beat, there is a long pause 
and then the heart gives a tre- 
mendous beat and that is what 
my correspondent feels. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Ss. M. —A, says it is essen- 
tial to have orange juice daily. 
B, says no, or God would have 
oranges growing all over the 
world, also she didn’t eat oranges 
when she was young, except may- 
be one every two or three years. 

Answer: The necessary essen- 
tial food element abundantly con- 
tained in oranges is vitamin C, 
but you get it in many other foods 
-——such as apples, string beans, raw 
cabbage, sauerkraut, celery, lem- 
ons, parsley, tomatoes, raw and 
canned, raw turnips, meat, spin- 
ach, peppers and strawberries. 


K. W.—Is excessive smoking the 
cause of tuberculosis? 

Answer: No, Tuberculosis prac- 
tically always starts in childhood, 
The person with a hidden tubercu- 
losis is nervous and that makes 
shim smoke a great deal, and hence 
the popular belief has become es- 
tablished, 


M. S.—A few months ago my 
brother died of aluminum poison- 
ing caused by an aluminum pot 
which had been left with some- 
thing cooking causing intensely 
thick smoke, Another person, ex- 
posed at the same time, regained 
consciousness, but has lost his 
memory. How often does alumi- 
num do this? 

Answer: A reputable’ textbook 
on toxicology states that alumi- 
num does not cause poisoning. Pa- 
tients with stomach ulcer take 
large quantities without any 
symptoms. Perhaps it was car- 
bon monoxide or some other 
that caused the accident described.

When 
mail is distributed at Washington 
University for members of the 
Army Specialized Training Pro- 
gram, you'd believe, if you were 
there, that America really is a 
melting pot. For the Stravinskys 


and the Meyerbergs, the Jensens. 


and the De Labrieres are learn- 
ing how to fight side by side for 
Uncle Sam. And the experience 
which each brings from his indi- 
vidual background is a valuable 
part of Army life.

‘in Japan, who studies engineering
